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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Urban  District  Councils  of  Ellesmere, 

Wem  and  Whitchurch,  and  of  the  Rural  Districts  of  Ellesmere  and  Wem. 

In  view  of  the  proposed  amalgamation  of  the  Five  Districts,  I  have  kept 
the  Report  again  to  the  same  format.  The  first  part  of  the  report  deals  principally 
with  Vital  Statistics. 

There  were  367  deaths  in  the  area  during  1964,  which  is  a  decrease  of 
35  on  1963.  Births  for  the  combined  area  were  537  which  is  an  increase  of  7 
on  1963.  Births  actually  outnumbered  deaths  by  170. 

Illegitimate  Births  show  a  percentage  lower  than  that  of  the  national 
figures  for  England  and  Wales,  but  during  the  past  four  years  there  has  been 
a  steady  increase,  the  figure  for  1964  being  31,  which  is  an  increase  of  6  on  the 
previous  year. 

The  Infant  Mortality  rate  is  16.8,  which  is  well  below  the  national  figure 
of  20.0. 

In  the  table  showing  causes  of  death — the  largest  single  group  of  deaths 
is  attributable  to  Coronary  disease  and  Angina.  The  increase  of  Coronary  disease 
is  certainly  one  of  our  major  problems  today. 

Infectious  Disease  Section — there  have  been  minor  outbreaks  of  Measles 
and  Whooping  Cough,  but  these  do  not  appear  to  have  been  of  a  very  severe 
nature. 


During  the  year  only  one  case  of  primary  Tuberculosis  was  notified, 
which  is  a  very  encouraging  sign. 

The  second  part  of  the  report  contains  the  individual  reports  on  the 
Sanitary  circumstances  of  each  District  Council  by  their  Public  Health  Inspectors. 

These  reports  show  that  the  work  of  these  departments  is  still  being 
carried  out  very  satisfactorily,  and  the  work  is  of  a  high  standard. 

The  County  Council  provide  for  the  care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children; 
Midwifery;  Health  Visiting;  Home  Nursing;  Vaccination  and  Immunisation; 
Ambulance  Services;  Prevention  of  Illness;  Care  and  After-care,  including  Mental 
Welfare;  Domestic  Help;  and  Inspection  of  Children’s  Nurseries. 

All  these  services  depend  a  lot  on  the  co-operation  of  the  Staffs  and  here 
we  seem  to  be  fortunate  that  this  co-operation  works  very  satisfactorily,  and  to 
the  benefit  of  the  community.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  IN  ANIMALS 

Dysentery — Several  cases  of  Dysentery  occurring  in  animals  were  notified 
to  the  M.O.H.  in  order  that  a  watch  could  be  kept  on  all  human  contacts. 
Although  bacteria  were  recovered  from  the  stools  of  human  contacts  in  some 
instances,  fortunately  they  never  developed  symptoms. 

Lecture— During  the  year  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  lectured  to  the 
students  of  Shropshire  Farm  Institute  at  Walford,  Baschurch,  on  the  relationship 
between  diseases  in  humans  and  animals. 
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VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION 


Vaccination  against  Whooping  Cough,  Poliomyelitis,  Smallpox  and 
Tuberculosis,  as  well  as  Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  and  Tetanus  were 
carried  out  by  General  Practitioners,  and  by  Clinic  Doctors  working  in  Local 
Health  Authority  Clinics  and  Schools  in  the  area. 

The  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  kindly  supplied  the  numbers 
of  each  carried  out  in  the  various  districts. 

During  the  year,  Quadruple  vaccine  (against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough, 
tetanus  and  polio)  was  available  on  prescription  and  was  used  by  a  few  General 
Practitioners.  Triple  Antigen  and  Oral  polio  vaccine  continued  to  be  the  most 
popular  methods  of  immunising  babies.

All  these  hospitals  are  administered  by  the  Birmingham  Regional  Hospital 
Board  which  was  constituted  in  accordance  with  the  National  Health  Service 
Act. 

In  addition,  the  Maelor  General  Hospital  and  the  War  Memorial  Hospital, 
both  in  Wrexham,  receive  patients  from  the  Northern  parts  of  the  districts.  These 
hospitals  are  administered  by  the  Liverpool  Regional  Hospital  Board.

AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

The  Salop  County  Council,  as  the  Local  Health  Authority  under  the 
National  Health  Service  Act,  make  provisions  for  securing  that  ambulances  and 
other  means  of  transport  are  available,  where  necessary,  for  the  conveyance  of 
persons  suffering  from  illness  or  mental  defectiveness  and  expectant  or  nursing 
mothers  from  places  in  their  area  to  places  in  or  outside  their  area. 

The  Whitchurch  District  Council  afford  valued  help  to  the  County  Council 
in  facilitating  and  administering  the  local  Ambulance  Depot  there. 

LABORATORY  FACILITIES 

These  are  available  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Royal  Salop  Infirm¬ 
ary,  Shrewsbury,  the  Director  being  Dr.  Alun  Jones.  This  service  originally 
instituted  as  an  emergency  basis,  is  now  a  permanent  unit  at  the  Royal  Salop 
Infirmary,  undertaking  work  for  Local  Authorities  free  of  charge  in  so  far  as  it 
is  relevant  to  diagnosis.  This  service  is  invaluable,  particularly  in  the  bacteriological 
examination  of  food  samples  in  cases  of  suspected  food  poisoning. 

CHEST  CLINICS,  ETC. 

Chest  clinics,  speech  therapy  clinics,  and  psychiatric  out-patients  clinics 
are  held  regularly  at  the  Whitchurch  Clinic.  Patients  are  seen  at  these  sessions 
by  appointment,  and  are  referred  by  the  general  practitioner,  the  hospital  con¬ 
sultant  or  the  school  medical  officer,  as  the  case  may  be. 

DENTAL  SESSIONS 

Dental  sessions  are  held  regularly  at  each  of  the  three  Local  Authority 
clinics,  at  Ellesmere,  Wem  and  Whitchurch,  where  patients  are  seen  by  appoint¬ 
ment  with  the  dental  officer.

Classes  for  severely  sub-normal  children  continued  to  be  held  on  two  days 
per  week  at  Whitchurch  Child  Welfare  Centre  and  on  one  day  a  week  at  Wem 
Clinic,  up  to  five  children  attending  each  centre  under  the  charge  of  Mrs. 
Haughton. 

PRE-EMPLOYMENT  MEDICAL  EXAMINATIONS 

During  1964  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  made  several  dozen  such 
examinations  on  behalf  of  the  various  district  Councils.  Some  relatively  trivial 
abnormalities,  e.g.  eye  defects,  were  discovered. 

MINIATURE  MASS  RADIOGRAPHY  SURVEY 

The  regular  visit  of  the  Unit  to  Whitchurch  was  continued  on  the  first 
Friday  in  every  month.  Attendances  at  all  sessions  were  uniformly  good.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  the  Unit  visited  Wem.  Several  cases  of  pulmonary  and  cardiac  disease  pre¬ 
viously  unknown  were  brought  to  light. 

DOMICILIARY  HEALTH  SERVICES 

During  1964,  Home  Helps  were  employed  in  the  N.W.  combined 
districts.  They  provided  an  invaluable  service  by  enabling  patients  to  remain  at 
home  during  times  of  pregnancy  and  illness,  and  also  by  caring  for  the  disabled 
and  aged  infirm. 


BLOOD  TRANSFUSION 

Blood  donor  sessions  continued  at  Whitchurch,  Wem,  Ellesmere  and 
Shawbury.  Attendances  increased  in  all  areas. 

HEALTH  EDUCATION 

This  is  a  continuous  function  of  the  Department.  Posters  regarding  health 
matters  are  continuously  displayed  in  the  five  districts,  and  positive  efforts  are 
being  made  by  talks,  demonstrations,  etc.,  at  clinics  and  other  places  in  the  dis¬ 
tricts.  All  five  districts  now  subscribe  independently  to  the  Central  Council  for 
Health  Education,  which  gives  valuable  help  with  health  propaganda.

CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR'S  REPORT,  1964 
Water  Supply 

The  Urban  District  takes  a  bulk  supply  of  chlorinated  water  from  the 
Liverpool  Corporation’s  Vyrnwy  Aqueduct.  All  properties  within  the  area  are  on 
this  mains  supply  and  supplies  are  afforded  to  the  surrounding  Rural  District 
in  various  places.  Samples  taken  during  the  year  have  all  been  of  high  quality 
and  no  problems  have  arisen  in  either  quality  or  quantity  of  water. 

No  cases  have  occurred  necessitating  any  precautions  against  plumbo

There  are  no  Reservoirs  in  the  District,  all  water  being  supplied  direct 
to  consumers  under  mains  pressure.  No  further  treatment  is  given. 

Drainage,  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

The  major  part  of  the  town  is  sewered  on  a  partially  separate  system  to 
the  Wharf  Meadow  sewage  works  where  it  is  first  received  at  the  pumping 
station  and  after  screening  and  passing  through  detritus  tanks  is  delivered  into 
compressed  air  ejectors  and  delivered  to  the  final  purification  and  disposal 
section  of  the  works.  During  the  year  it  has  been  necessary  to  build  lagoons  to 
improve  the  quality  of  the  final  effluent. 

The  Elson  area  of  the  town,  part  of  Trimpley,  also  the  greater  part  of 
the  Council  Housing  Estates,  are  sewered  on  a  combined  system  discharging  into 
the  Old  Newnes  Brook  Works,  which  is  a  gravity  flow  system,  no  pumping 
being  involved,  whilst  part  of  the  Council  Housing  Estates  discharge  on  a 
partially  separate  system  to  the  Newnes  Brook  Works  where  the  settled  effluents 
are  raised  by  pumping  before  discharging  on  to  the  filters.  The  Council  has  under 
discussion  a  scheme  for  terminating  both  the  Newnes  Brook  Works  as  sewage 
disposal  stations  in  which  these  stations  would  be  combined  as  a  pumping  station 
to  deliver  the  sewage  to  the  Wharf  Meadow  Disposal  Station  for  final  disposal, 
thereby  reducing  the  present  three  disposal  works  to  one. 

The  Mereside  area,  which  is  below  the  Town  main  sewer  level,  is  sewered 
to  the  Mereside  No.  1  and  Mereside  No.  2  pumping  stations,  the  soil  sewage 
being  delivered  to  the  Church  Street  sewer  on  the  main  sewer  system  discharging 
to  the  Wharf  Works. 

A  small  area  in  the  Swan  Hill  part  of  the  town  which  is  below  the  level 
of  the  main  sewer  is  also  under  consideration  for  the  installation  of  a  collecting 
and  pumping  station  similar  to  the  Mereside  No.  2  sewage  receiving  and  pumping 
station  which  will,  if  installed,  deliver  to  the  Wharf  Works. 

There  are  still  many  houses  in  the  town  with  no  mechanical  means  of 
flushing  their  water  closets.

A  start  has  been  made  on  erecting  50  Council  Houses  on  the  Cattis  Lane 
site  and  when  completed  it  is  intended  to  re-house  the  occupiers  of  many  of  the 
unfit  houses  in  the  town. 

Very  few  owners  of  houses  lacking  in  amenities  have  applied  for  improve¬ 
ment  grants. 
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Meat  and  Food  Preparing  Premises 

There  are  no  slaughterhouses  or  knackers  yards  within  the  Urban  District. 


All  meat  and  offals  are  distributed  from  central  slaughtering  and  meat 
depots  to  the  shops  in  metal  lined  closed  vans  capable  of  being  thoroughly  cleansed 
and  sterilized  and  kept  closed  during  transit.  All  offals  are  transported  in  metal 
containers.  The  personnel  employed  in.  the  distribution  of  the  meat  and  offals 
wear  waterproof  aprons,  overalls  and  caps. 


A  considerable  increase  in  Food  Hygiene  Standards  has  been  attained 
this  year  and  many  improvements  and  alterations  are  in  hand  at  present.

In  order 
to  speed  up  the  collection  three  men  are  employed;  one  brings  out  the  bins  to 
the  pavement’s  edge  ready  for  the  arrival  of  the  refuse  vehicle,  and  returns  it 
after  it  has  been  emptied. 

Two  tips  are  in  use;  one  at  Palms  Hill  and  one  at  Grinshill.  The  increase 
in  the  number  of  dwelling  houses  during  the  year  has  imposed  a  strain  on  the 


service.

The  Water  Undertaking  is  now  under  the  Authority  of  the  East  Shrop¬ 
shire  Water  Board. 


SWIMMING  BATH 

A  detailed  inspection  was  carried  out  to  the  Swimming  Baths  during  the 
year  and  work  was  carried  out  to  the  chimney  which  required  partly  demolishing. 
Minor  repairs  were  carried  out  to  doors  and  windows.  Water  supplying  the  swim¬ 
ming  baths  is  from  the  towns  mains  and  is  treated  by  filtration  and  chlorination 
over  a  turnover  period  of  every  4\  hours.  Attendances  over  1963  showed  a  marked 
increase,  which  is  due  to  the  popularity  of  the  season  being  extended. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  Schools  of  Shropshire  and  Cheshire,  also 
Clubs,  are  utilising  the  facilities. 

The  attendances  during  1964  were  35,153  as  against  1963  of  31,968.

SEWAGE  WORKS 

A  new  scheme  for  the  proposed  extension  and  enlargement  of  the  Sewage 
Works  was  submitted  by  the  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers,  and  the  design  and 
reports  studied  by  the  Council’s  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

Following  considerable  technical  research  by  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor 
into  the  possibility  of  adapting  and  combining  a  new  method  of  treatment  which 
is  based  on  the  Contact  Stabilization  process,  the  Council  have  recommended 
that  preliminary  enquiries  be  carried  out.  This  work  is  now  in  hand. 

HOUSING  ACT,  1957  SLUM  CLEARANCE 

During  the  year  work  was  commenced  for  the  erection  of  6  Flats  and 
construction  is  well  in  progress. 

Again,  I  have  to  report  that  owing  to  the  shortage  of  Council  House 
Dwellings,  further  inspections  have  had  to  be  deferred  in  carrying  out  our  second 
five-year  Housing  Programme. 

Instructions  were  also  given  for  the  design  of  14  Semi-detached  Bunga¬ 
lows  in  Sharps  Drive  and  these  were  carried  out  and  tenders  invited.

Every  effort  is  made  by  the  Department  to  encourage  house  owners  to 
improve  their  properties  with  the  assistance  of  Improvement  Grants,  and  in  my 
opinion  far  too  few  are  taking  advantage  of  these  Grants.

DISINFESTATION 

Several  minor  infestations  of  woodworm  were  treated  with  an  approved 
insecticide.  Three  properties  required  the  renewal  of  floorboards  and  joists,  and 
treatments  were  carried  out  with  an  approved  insecticide. 

DISINFECTION 

All  books  prior  to  return  to  the  Public  Library  from  households  where 
there  had  been  a  case  of  infectious  disease,  were  disinfected  in  the  fumigator. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

The  collection  of  refuse  since  the  reorganisation  has  proved  to  be  most 
successful  in  that  it  has  effected  a  considerable  saving  in  manpower  and  trans¬ 
portation. 

Refuse  is  collected  on  Monday,  Wednesday,  Thursday  and  Friday  and 
a  fortnightly  collection  is  made  at  Grindley  Brook,  Broughall,  Hinton  Bank  and 
Redbrook.  There  is  a  special  collection  for  waste  paper  salvage  on  a  Tuesday  and 
this  service  to  the  tradespeople  appears  to  be  working  satisfactorily. 

The  scale  of  charges  for  the  collection  of  trade  refuse  is  as  follows  : 

£2/12/0d.  per  dustbin  per  annum  and  each  trade  premise  establishment 
is  allowed  1  free  dustbin  in  addition.  All  refuse  is  disposed  of  at  the  Tarporley 
Road  refuse  tip,  which  is  suitably  controlled.  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  no 
complaints  were  received  during  the  year. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

Several  repairs  have  again  been  necessary  during  the  year  following  the 
result  of  damage  arising  from  vandalism.  Every  effort,  however,  is  made  to  keep 
the  conveniences  in  a  satisfactory  order  and  in  a  state  of  hygiene. 

Plans  were  approved  for  the  construction  of  a  new  Ladies  and  Gents 
Convenience  at  the  White  Lion  Bus  Station  and  Car  Park.  It  is  hoped  that  work 
will  be  commenced  within  the  near  future. 
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CLEAN  AIR  ACT 


Smoke  observations  have  been  carried  out  during  the  year,  but  there  have 
been  no  serious  emissions  of  smoke  pollution. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT,  1936 

Further  warnings  were  given  to  Council  House  tenants  for  failing  to  keep 
their  houses  in  a  sanitary  condition.  As  a  result  it  was  necessary  to  enforce  the 
provision  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 


A  Notice  was  also  served  on  the  occupier  of  a  private  dwelling  regarding 
the  unwholesome  and  insanitary  conditions  of  the  house  and  furniture,  however, 
this  case  involved  the  attendance  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Health 
Visitor  since  the  person  concerned  was  in  need  of  care  and  medical  attention. 
In  my  opinion,  such  cases  need  the  help  and  co-operation  of  the  Welfare  Depart¬ 
ment  in  order  that  any  problems  and  domestic  difficulties  might  be  given  suitable 
attention.

The  above-mentioned  premises  employ  576  males  and  359  females. 

The  Office,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963  is  the  most  compre¬ 
hensive  legislation  enacted  by  Parliament,  for  the  inspection  of  premises.  It  is 
particularly  notable  in  that  specific  standards  are  defined  for  the  improvement 
of  sanitary  accommodation,  washing  facilities,  heating  and  lighting,  provision  of 
drinking  water  facilities,  facilities  for  consuming  meals  at  premises,  the  prevention 
of  overcrowding,  and  the  necessity  for  regular  cleansing  of  Offices,  passages, 
staircases,  etc.  Regulations  are  also  provided  for  the  protection  of  dangerous 
machinery  and  the  reporting  of  accidents  regardless  how  slight.  This  Act,  no 
doubt,  will  add  to  the  comfort  and  safety  of  all  persons  engaged  in  employment 
which  hitherto  left  a  great  deal  to  be  desired. 

PLACES  OF  ENTERTAINMENT 

There  are  two  places  of  entertainment,  and  the  sanitary  accommodation 
has  to  be  continually  observed  to  maintain  the  necessary  standards.  A  Notice 
was  served  on  one  place  of  entertainment  for  the  immediate  compliance  and 
improvement  both  of  the  sanitary  accommodation  to  the  male  and  female  closets, 
and  for  the  cleansing  of  walls  to  the  Theatre. 

PETROLEUM  ACT,  1928  and  1936 

There  are  32  premises  licensed  for  the  storage  of  petroleum  spirit  in  this 

district. 
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SMITHFIELD 


The  Smithfield  is  now  used  on  Fridays  only.  Auctions  are  held  alterna¬ 
tively  by  two  local  Auctioneers.  Following  markets  extensive  disinfection  is  carried 
out  by  the  Council’s  workmen,  and  washing  bays  are  provided  and  supervised  by 
the  Urban  Council. 


A  new  washing  down  bay  was  commenced,  part  of  roadway  resurfaced 
and  a  new  boundary  wall  built. 


SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS  ACT,  1933  and  1958 
7  persons  applied  for  renewal  of  their  slaughterman’s  licence. 

PUBLIC  ABATTOIR 

There  were  no  notifiable  outbreaks  of  animal  diseases  during  the  year. 
100%  Meat  Inspection  is  carried  out  daily  at  this  Abattoir  from  Monday  to 
Saturday,  and  every  effort  is  made  to  ensure  the  maximum  standard  of  hygiene  is 
maintained. 


The  small  lairages  were  reconstructed  towards  the  end  of  the  year  and  in 
addition,  a  new  car  park  and  an  improved  access  was  formed  to  the  rear  of  the 
abattoir. 

BOARDING  OF  ANIMALS  ACT,  1969 

There  are  no  premises  registered  under  the  Boarding  of  Animals  Act 
within  the  Urban  District. 


AGRICULTURE  SAFETY,  HEALTH  AND  WELFARE 

PROVISIONS  ACT,  1956 

The  Urban  District  Council  is  the  Authority  for  the  enforcement  of  the 
provision  of  the  above-mentioned  Act. 


FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1955 

Several  inspections  were  carried  out  during  the  year  and  the  standard  of 
hygiene  was  found  to  be  generally  satisfactory.  Again  I  have  to  report  that  the 
covered  market  presents  a  difficult  problem  of  arranging  food  stalls  in  order  to 
avoid  contamination  to  foodstuffs. 

Two  serious  warnings  were  given  to  ice-cream  salesmen  operating  from 
outside  this  area  for  failing  to  comply  with  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1960. 

Following  discussions  regarding  the  preparation  and  sale  of  foodstuffs  by 
the  Women’s  Institute  arrangements  were  made  for  the  inspection  of  all  house¬ 
holds  where  foodstuffs  were  prepared.  Without  exception  every  house  inspected 
proved  to  be  exceptionally  satisfactory,  and  it  is  very  pleasing  to  note  how  care¬ 
fully  homemade  confections,  etc.,  are  prepared.

Drainage,  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

Arrangements  for  these  services  are  inadequate,  there  being  no  public 
sewer  anywhere  in  the  district.  The  Council’s  Engineer  and  Surveyor  is  pre¬ 
paring  a  scheme  for  Cockshutt  and  the  Consultant  Engineers  have  been  instructed 
to  prepare  schemes  for  Baschurch,  Myddle  and  part  of  Ellesmere  Rural  Parish. 

Treatment  plants  provided  for  Council  Blouses  continue  to  be  emptied 
by  purpose-made  vehicles  on  hire.

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Slum  Clearance 

This  work  continues  to  be  restricted  to  individual  unfit  houses  as  there 
are  no  large  areas  of  unfit  houses. 

There  are  172  applications  for  Council  Houses  from  persons  living  in 
the  rural  district  and  65  applications  from  persons  living  elsewhere. 

Work  on  erecting  78  new  dwellings  was  commenced  and  when  completed 
this  should  ease  the  housing  problem,  as,  though  there  are  many  unfit  houses 
still  occupied,  there  is  nowhere  to  rehouse  the  families  if  action  is  taken  under 
the  Housing  Acts. 

Many  of  the  unfit  properties  are  occupied  by  old  people  who  pay  very 
low  rents  and  who  are  reluctant  to  move  to  new  accommodation  where  they 
would  have  to  pay  rents  considerably  higher  than  they  are  at  present  paying.  This 
is  also  the  case  with  many  of  the  younger  families  who,  working  in  a  mainly 
agricultural  area,  are  paid  considerably  less  than  the  national  average  wage. 


Improvement  Grant  Scheme 

Since  1949,  approval  has  been  given  for  improvements  to  over  300 
dwellings — this  represents  approximately  20%  of  all  dwellings  built  prior  to 
1945. 


Discretionary  Grants 

The  Council  continues  to  encourage  applications  for  Grant  aid  towards 
improving  existing  properties.  The  average  cost  per  dwelling,  including  repairs 
and  improvements,  was  £1,548. 

18  applications  were  received  and  approved  concerning  18  dwellings. 


Standard  Grants 

9  applications  were  received  and  approved. 


Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

This  service  comprises  a  fortnightly  collection  of  domestic  refuse  from  all 
parishes  and  is  operated  by  two  driver/loaders  and  one  vehicle. 

Two  refuse  tips  are  operating  but  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  obtain¬ 
ing  suitable  tip  sites  which  do  not  necessitate  a  long  haul  of  the  refuse. 


Rodent  Control  and  Pests  Acts 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  a  full  time  operator  and  consists  mostly  of 
contract  work  at  agricultural  premises.  No  charge  is  made  for  treatments  to

Meat  Inspection  and  Slaughterhouses 

There  are  two  Slaughterhouses  in  the  District.  One  is  a  large  factory 
abattoir  which  requires  the  full  time  services  of  a  meat  inspector,  who  at  times 
requires  assistance.  The  other  is  a  small  Slaughterhouse,  run  in  conjunction  with 
a  country  butchery  business,  which  requires  attendance  mice  weekly. 

100%  inspection  of  carcases  and  offal  is  carried  out. 

Detailed  table  of  carcases  inspected  and  rejected  appears  on  page  48 
Of  special  interest  is  the  considerable  decrease  in  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis 

JL 

in  cattle,  almost  all  of  the  cases  reported  were  reactor  cattle. 

The  large  number  of  carcases  condemned  is  accounted  for  by  the  fact 
that  one  slaughterhouse  is  a  centre  for  casualties  and  reactors  from  a  large  part 
of  Shropshire,  Herefordshire,  Cheshire  and  North  Wales. 

A  considerable  percentage  of  C.  Bovis  is  being  found  in  cattle  imported 
from  Ireland. 

Septic  pericarditis,  caused  by  the  ingestion  of  wire,  continues  to  be  the 
reason  for  the  condemnation  of  many  casualty  cattle. 

Many  of  the  “Barley  Fed”  cattle  are  found  to  have  liver  abscesses. 

Most  of  the  condemnations  of  organs  of  pigs  was  due  to  virus  pneumonia 
and  pleurisy  whilst  liver  fluke  or  cavernous  angioma  was  the  reason  for  the  con¬ 
demnation  of  many  of  the  bovine  livers.  Most  of  the  calves  were  condemned  for 
immaturity  or  septicaemia. 

Since  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations  1963, 
considerable  overtime  has  been  necessary  on  meat  inspection.

Water  Supply 

The  East  Shropshire  Water  Board  is  the  water  authority  for  the  district.

The  remaining  60%  of  the  district  is  supplied  from  private  bores  or 
shallow  wells.  64  bacteriological  samples  were  taken  from  such  sources  during 
the  year,  and  of  these  34  proved  to  be  satisfactory  and  30  unsatisfactory.  One 
chemical  sample  was  taken  from  a  private  well  in  1964. 


On  the  whole  the  water  situation  in  the  area  is  unsatisfactory.  A  compre¬ 
hensive  supply  of  piped  water  is  urgently  required. 
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Swimming  Baths 

The  two  open-air  swimming  pools  in  the  district  at  Prees  Heath  and 
Weston  are  supplied  by  bores.  Regular  chlorination  takes  place  and  the  water  is 
changed  at  weekly  intervals.  Each  pool  was  sampled  during  the  year  and  the 
results  were  highly  satisfactory. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  new  sewer  at  Prees  was  completed  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Work  has 
begun  on  the  Hadnall  sewer  and  plans  have  been  prepared  for  the  sewering  of 
Ash,  Prees  Heath,  Tilstock,  Clive,  Yorton,  Grinshill,  Preston  Brockhurst,  Lopp- 
ington  and  Shawbury. 

Public  Conveniences 

There  are  no  public  conveniences  in  the  area. 

Housing 

The  housing  survey  of  the  whole  Rural  District,  which  is  being  carried 
out  by  Mr.  W.  H.  Purslow,  retired  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  Atcham  R.D.C. 
parish.  When  the  results  have  been  tabulated  a  detailed  picture  of  the  housing 
situation  will  be  available. 

The  Anglo-Polish  temporary  site  at  Higher  Heath  has  been  cleared  and 
all  the  occupants  have  now  been  rehoused  by  the  Council.  8  Demolition  Orders 
and  4  Closing  Orders  were  made  during  1964  and  undertakings  were  accepted 
in  respect  of  5  other  properties. 

38  houses  were  built  by  private  enterprise  during  the  year  and  a  further 
60  are  under  construction.  20  houses  were  under  construction  for  the  Council  at 
the  end  of  1964.  The  older  Council  Estates  are  being  gradually  re-conditioned.

There  were  no  cases  of  food  poisoning  reported  during  1964.  83  visits 
were  made  in  connection  with  the  Aberdeen  typhoid  outbreak. 


Nuisances 

71  visits  wrere  made  in  response  to  complaints  of  nuisance  through  the 
tipping  of  manure  near  houses,  and  one  Statutory  Notice  was  served. 


Verminous  Premises 

4  visits  were  made  to  premises  reported  to  be  verminous,  and  disinfestation 
was  satisfactorily  carried  out. 


Common  Lodging  Houses 

There  are  no  common  lodging  houses  in  the  district. 

Refuse  Collection 

The  refuse  collection  is  carried  out  by  contract,  approximately  2,700 
properties  being  served  fortnightly.  The  number  of  houses  from  which  a  collection 
is  made  increased  slightly  in  the  course  of  the  year.  A  new  four-wheel  drive 
mechanical  shovel  was  purchased  in  November,  this  will  facilitate  controlled 
tipping  at  the  Sleap  and  Northwood  tips.
